War Statement 
Distorted 


LO3 ANGELES (AP) - Gen. 


Curtis E. LeMay, vice presiden- 
tial candidate of the American 
Independent party, was asked 
by The Associated Press to 
state his position on the use of 
nuclear weapons. Here is the 
text he issued in reply: 


"During the past few days, 


my position on the use of nu- 
clear weapons has been distort- 
ed by political opponents in an 
effort to create a false image of 
me as a war monger. In my be- 
lief, most Americans, familiar 
with my record In the Strategic 
Air Command and as Air Force 
chief of staff, will be no longer 
deceived by such scare tactics. 
The people of this country are 
getting sick and tired of being 
told, every time someone pro- 
poses a firm stand against the 
Communists, that he Is a war 
monger. The truth of the matter 
is, the real war mongers are 
those who would deliberately 
prolong the Vietnam war by re- 
fusing to win it. With this in 
mind, I reaffirm my original po- 
sition on victory in Vietnam. 


"I have never advocated the 


use of nuclear weapons in the 
Vvb am conflict. I am prayer- 
ful that present negotiations are 
successful and an honorable set- 
tlement is reached in this war. 
If present negotiations fail, I ad- 
vocate employing a preponder- 
ant force of conventional weap- 
ons to win a decisive military 
victory without further delay. I 
do not advocate the use of nu- 
clear arms unless this country 
should be in danger of being de- 
stroyed. In order to have endur- 
ing peace and to prevent nu- 
clear war, we must remain ca- 
pable and alert, and we must 
deal with the enemy only from a 
position of strength.

Negro Mayor

$22,125-a-year post to Deputy In- 
spector Patrick L. Gerity, 49. 


Blackwell, who was appointed 


police chief when Stokes took of- 
fice 
last 
November, 
turned 


down an offer to become a con- 
sultant to the police department 
and said he would rather go 
back to being an inspector. 


Stokes told a news conference 


he would ask City Council for 
funds to overhaul the police 
communications system and to 
establish a modern command 
center to coordinate police re- 
sponse to crime calls. 


He said he would fully detail 


the 
program 
later 
but the 


immediate aim was to correct 
the "internal breakdown of po- 
lice morale and discipline." 


Relations between members 


of the 2,200-man police depart- 
ment and City Hall became 
strained after the July 23 sniper 
incident when 10 persons, in- 
cluding three white policemen, 
were killed after a group of 
black nationalists opened fire on 
police. 


Stokes withdrew white police 


and National Guardsmen from 
the Glenville area the night aft- 
er ttthe shootings. Black commu- 
nity leaders and Negro police- 
men patrolled the streets. 


Although Stokes' decision was 


later praised by some persons 
as 
having 
prevented 
more 


bloodshed, the Fraternal Order 
of Police strongly criticized the 
mayor's actions. 


The order demanded the re- 


signation of Safety Director Jo- 
seph F. McManamon. A resolu- 
tion calling for Blackwell's re- 
signation was dropped in view 
of the police chiefs age. 


There were reports that pa- 


trolmen were broadcasting de- 
rogatory remarks about Stokes 
over the police radio and refus- 
ing to answer calls to Negro 
areas.

WASHINGTON (AP) -. After 


months of congressional fight* 
ing, a bill to ban the mail-order 
sale of rifles, shotguns and am* 
munition faces only one major 
obstacle—a House eager to ad- 
journ. 


The Senate passed by voice 


vote Wednesday a compromise 
measure recommended by a 
joint conference committee and 
sent It to the House for probable 
action today. 


Although the House is expect- 


ed to approve the gun control 
bill, Rep. Clark MacGregor, R- 
Minn., said he would lead a

against the 
conference 


committee's 
compromise be- 


cause It deleted an amendment 
exempting 
most 
ammunition 


from the mail-order sales ban. 


MacGregor successfully spon- 


sored an amendment exempting 
rifle and shotgun ammunition as 
well as22-caliberrimfirebullets 
from the mail-order prohibition 
when the bill was originally 
passed by the House during the 
summer. 


The bill as first passed on the 


Senate did not exempt ammuni- 
tion. The conference committee 
accepted the Senate provision 
on that matter. 


Another roadblock 
to easy 


passage was the possible ab- 
sence of many members 
al- 


ready back home campaigning 
for re-election or planning to 
leave early. 


Another possible GOP tactic 


would be to try to prevent the 
bill 
from being considered 


immediately by employing the 
parliamentary procedures that 
forced the House to remain in 
session for 27 hours and 37 min- 
utes before completing action 
Wednesday on a measure to al- 
low for network debates be- 
tween the major presidential 
candidates.

Ing In Florida, would have no 
comment.

LeMay, who will be accompa- 


nied by three Alabama aides of 
Wallace, has been a hardliner 
on Vietnam all along. 


When he was picked a week 


ago to take second place on the 
Wallace ticket, he revived the 
dormant issue of nuclear weap- 
ons by saying "there are many 
occasions when It would be most 
efficient to" use them. 


He added at the time that he 


didn't think It was necessary to 
use them in Vietnam. 


In an AP interview just before 


leaving for his Florida cam- 
paign swing, LeMay said no sit- 
uation exists in Vietnam or any 
place else now where nuclear 
weapons would be appropriate. 
But he added that "there Is 
soma place where you're going 
to use nuclear weapons. Where 
it is I don't know." 


In the same Interview he 


asked what he thought the risks 
of a full blown military effort In 
Vietnam. 


He answered:

there's a risk. 


There's a risk in everything. We 
live in a risky world . . . There 
is some risk to living. Presuma- 
bly we looked at the risks when 
we went In there. So there Is

Well, 
we'd just take a look at it. How 
much risk is there? China? 
They've got plenty of problems 
of their own over there right 
now. 
They 
haven't got any 


weapons capabilities to do us 
any damage anyway, at least 
not now.

So un- 
less we put a big army on the 
mainland so they could get at It, 
they can't hurt us. I think we're 
foolish to put a big army there. 
Every soldier has recommended 
against that as long as I can re- 
member."

merican public opinion con- 
fronted by violence in the 
streets not only here but 


around the world debates a judg- 
ment: Is the violence triggered 
by Communist Infiltrators or Is It 
merely 
plain-vanilla lawless- 


ness ? 


The United States has had 


major outbreaks on the streets of 
her major cities and on the cam- 
puses 
of the University of 


California and Columbia Univer- 
sity, and this tide of violence has 
run 
throughout the civilized 


world. Can it be traced to a Com- 
munist plot to overthrow all 
Western governments, or is it 
merely a warning that domestic 
discipline and local law enforce- 
ment have been overlooked in the 
easy and thoughtless way of life 
all countries have fallen into be- 
cause of inflation ? 


On the International scene the 


theory of Communist aggression 
may well be valid, but when 
applied to Internal affairs such 
as street and campus riots it is 
pure rot. 


The latest outbreak supports 


my judgment - the revolt among 
students at Mexico's National 
University and fighting in the 
streets of Mexico City just as she 
prepares to welcome visitors to 
the Olympic Games. 


The Communist - infiltration 


theory won't hold water In the 
case of Mexico — a country al- 
ready ruled by a revolutionary 
clique and still strongly Inclined 
to socialist practice. Cuba may 
be attempting to stir up trouble, 
but there's not much point in sus- 
pecting a really major Com- 
munist power such as Russia of 
interfering with a government 
that has been consistently friend- 
ly to the socialist cause. 


The same solid doubt could 


have been expressed about the 
student rioting which rocked 
France somewhat earlier. This 
was before Russia's invasion of 
Czechoslovakia, at a time when 
France was openly siding with 
the Soviet against the West. Talk 
of Red infiltration In France 
didn't make much sense — and 
in the case of Mexico makes no 
sense at all, 


What's becoming Increasing- 


ly obvious to critical observers 
Is that the people of all civilized 
nations —particularly Ameri- 
cans —are falling Into the lazy- 
Joe habit of blaming outsiders 
for trouble strictly of our own 
making. 


The obvious fault In the United 


States is that while we have wal- 
low^ In Inflation and grown 
purse-proud and Indolent we have 
neglected to reinforce our police 
and all the bulwarks of law and 
order.

The B52 campaign to blunt an 


enemy attack on Saigon hasbe^ 
come one of the biggest and" 
costliest of the war-perhaps, 
costing $250 million since June; 
1.The eight-jet Stratofortresses 
have dropped more than 125,000; 
tons of explosives in 705 mi£ 
sions against base camps, Infil- 
tration corridors and other tar.i. 
gers in the outlying provinces of 
Saigon. Each mission averages; 
about six bombers each car- 
rying 30 tons of bombs at an av'-s 
erage cost of $2,000 a ton. 


In the latest strikes, the B52s,

The closest raids to Saigon 


were 24 to 31 miles northwest of 
the capital. 


In other developments, the 


U.S. Command announced an-. 
other movement of American 
troops in a three-way shuffle to 
realign units with their own par^ 
ent divisions. The movement iri£ 
volves three brigades of about 
5,000 men each. 


The latest shift sent the 3rd 


Brigade of the 101st Airborne 
Division from the outer ring of 
defense northwest of Saigon to 
the, Hue area far to the nprtK to 
join the division's two other bri- 


Earlier, It had been disclosed 


that the 3rd Brigade of the 82nd 
Airborne 
Division had been 


moved from the Hue area to the 
capital military district to pro- 
tect Saigon's western 
flank 


against enemy attack. This bri- 
gade replaced a brigade of the 
25th Infantry Division which in 
turn took up the positions left 
vacant by the 101st Airborne 's 
brigade northwest of Saigon. 


Elsewhere, South Vietnamese 


Infantrymen killed 44 enemy 
troops late Wednesday in heavy 
fighting In the Mekong Delta 54 
miles southwest of Saigon. U.S. 
Army helicopter gunships sup- 
porting the South Vietnamese 
accidentally fired into the allied 
troops, killing four and wound- 
ing six. 


U.S. headquarters also report- 


ed that American Marines killed 
54 enemy troops in fighting 
Tuesday and Wednesday around 
the Thungon Due Special Forces 
camp, 30 miles southwest of Da 
Nang. Marine casualties were 
put at one dead and 13 wounded.
